IV. All properly ſecular or civil authority, 
and legal ſettlements, are not to be regarded 
in this cafe; becauſe we are not now enqu- 
ring, how far the Laws of any nation admit 
or agree with the original doctrines, laws, and 
conſtitutions of Chriſtianity ; but what thoſe 
doctrines, laws, and conſtitutions of Chriſtia- 
nity are, in the point before us. Nor are we 
to be moved by the civil authority's makin 
the Euchariſt a civil Teſt in any countrey, and 
perhaps reſolving to puniſh a Chriſtian Cler- 
man if be act up to the old laws of the 
ſpel, and refuſe to give the ſame to a 
known infidel or lewd liver, who demands it 
'as a legal qualification for a place in the 
government. Since our buſineſs is with ſuch 
ages of the church when Chriſtians did not uſe 
to have any places in the government at all; 
and with lach es when neither Chriſtian 
Clergymen, nor Chriſtian Laymen would have 
proſtituted this ſolemn Ordinance of Chriſt to 
fach a profanation, - either in hopes of any ad- 
vantages; or out of fear of any ſufferings, or 
perſecutions whatſoever in this world.

For i thou ſhalt bleſs with: the 
ſpirit, how ſhall he that occupieth the room of the unlearned 
ay, Amen, upon thy thankſgiving, ſince he underflandeth 
not what thow ſayeſt. Thow indied verily giveſs thanks 
well; but the other is not edified. That therefore which 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles did in the celebration of this 
tremendous myſtery, that did their ſucceflors, the Bi- 
ſhops of the ſeveral churches, duly obſerve alſe; as Ju- 
ſtin expreſly affirms in this period: which is exactly a- 
greeable to the Apoſtles words, as to the manner where- 
in the prieſt celebrated the Euchariſt, and the people 
anſwered, Amen. Juſtin fays fatther, that this ceſebra- 
tion was done in a long form. According to what Proclus 
Mays in his treatiſe about the tradition concerning the divine 
Liturgy, or Euchariftical Service; That the Apoſiles tbem- 
ſelves being ſenſible that the myſtical celebration of the Lord's 
Body was matter of conſolation, ſang the form thereto-belonging 
very long and largely. (Nor ate we to wonder at the word 
Sang ; for, to ſay no more here, what we are told 1 Cor. XIV. 
of Singing, will alone prove that this was not very diffe- 
rent from the Apoſtolical practice:) In like manner, Chryſo- 
ſtom in his XX1Vth homily upon the firlt Epiftle to the Co- 
rinthians, where he comments upon the words, cup of 
bleſſing, introduces the Apoſtle as ſpeaking in this manner : 
What is here ſaidis no ſmall matter: for when I ſpeak of this 
bleſſing, 1 lay open the treaſure of the divine bounty, and recall 
to mind thoſe his great benefits. And to this character of the 
Apoſtolical bleſng in Chry/offtomn, and in Juſizn of the Eucha- 
riſt of the primitive chriſtians, which here and page 24- 
before, he beftows on it, does that form of the Euchariſt 
excellently agree, which we have in the 4poſtolical Conſti- 
tutions, VIII. 12. From whence Juſtin ſeems alſo to have 
taken the phraſe 4 Juvayu;, 4s well as he is able; Of 
which preſently. Afterwards indeed, as the devation of 
chriſtians grew cold, that long Form of Thankſgivingwas 


ſomewhat ſhortened. But yet ſtill the two principal hleſ- 


ſings of God, our creation and redemption by Chriſt, 
With the Inſtitution of this ſacramental memorial, was ever 
celebrated; and thanks were tendred to God tor them, in 
compliance with the example and injuncion of our Saviour 
himſelf, who did, without queſtion, at his laſt Suppe imi-

brought us out of the land of Egypt, and haſt redeem'd us out 
of the houſe of bondage, &c. We acrordiugly give thanks ta 
thee for all thy benefits, &c. In like manner then did our 
Saviour bleſs God the Father for the creation, and redemp- 
tion, not only of the Jewiſ® Nation, but alſo of the whole 
race of mankind, by his death; and commanded his 
Apoſtles that they ſhould do the ſame in remembrance of 
him; and tnat eſpecially they ſhould ſhew forth his death, 
Luke XXII. 19. and 1 Cor. XI. 25. exc. Hence it is that 
all the ancient Liturgies, as alſo that Englih Liturgy which 


was ſet forth in the firſt year of Edward VI. together with 


that prepai'd for the Scots, after the repetition ot the words 
of Inſtitution, and as it were in compliance with their laſt 


ſentence, Do this in remembrance of me; excellently add- 


words to this purpoſe ; We therefore thy Servants, O Lord, 
being mindful of thy Son Jeſus Chriſt, of his paſſion, &c. 
To which Obſervation I ſhall only add this one thing, That 
all catholick chriſtians, of all Ages, have concluded this 
facramental benediction with thoſe ſeraphick words, Holy, 


Holy. &c. It ſeeming har right, that thoſe whe eat angels

turgies, and in ſome meaſure hy other means alſo. In 


that prayer which is inſerted in ths forecited plzce of the 
Apoſiolical Conſtitutions, and in every one of the ancient Li- 
turgies, God is intreated, that H- will mercifully accept the

called by lrenaus and others; and enumerates them among 
the unwritten Apoſtolical traditions: De Spirit. S. chap: 
XXVII. Nay indeed, it ſeems to me very probable, that 
the Apoſtle himſelf alludes to them, when Rem, XV. 16. 
he transfers theſe Liturgick expreffions to a ſacrifice impro- 
perly ſo called; and writes thus, That I may be 4 Litrgick 
miniſter of Jeſus Chriſt for the Gentilss ; officiating, as in ſa- 
cred things, about the goſpel of God; that the oblation of the 
Gentiles may be acceptable, as ſanctiſd by the Holy Ghoſt. 
I ſhall add no more about this form of conſecration, but 
that the ſame was preſcribed both in the former Engliſh, 
and in the Scorch Liturgy. And then, as the Jews made 
it always a Matter of Conſcience to recommend to God 
the ſtate of Jeruſalm, and of the afflicted Jewiſh nation, 


with all its members, who were under any adverſity, in 


their prayers at feſtival and other ſolemnities, and to eom- 
memorate their patriarchs and forefathers who were de- 
ceas'd in the faith; So did the Chriſtians obſerve to do 
the ſame in their prayers at the holy altar: As is exceed. 
ing plain in all the Liturgies of the antients; and in that 
form which we have in the Apoftolical Conſtitutions, 
VI. 12, exc. Which with great probability appears to be 
Apoſtolical ; and is for certain exceeding ancient. Which the 
prayer that follows the ſeraphick hymn in the forecited 
liturgy of the church of England does very exactly imitate: 
and even that which goes before the proper preface to 
that hymn does follow, in good mcaſure, at this day.

TR ancient Liturgies, tho” all of them have 
been in ſome parts interpolated by later 
ages, as 3 en very well know; and ſo 
are not of equal authority with the qriginal Li, « 
curgiesin chats Rl ene "Et oY) 
Coofiicurion® 10 ch, by a Kind of miracle of 
providence, 'hageſcaped almoſt all ſuſpicion of 
ſuch interpolation ; yet are they little different 
one 'from another in many-parts of this admi- 
niſtration of the holy'Euchariſt, and thoſe as 
uſed in the moſt remote churches, even from 
Meſopotamia, and Malabar in the eaſt, to Rome 
and Milan in the weſt; and from Conſtantino- 
ple and Armenia in the north, to Carthage and 
Ethiopia in the ſouth; and this from the ear- 
lieſt remains of that celebration any where ex- 
tant, and in all the languages wherein we can 


find it hath been celebrated. Theſe Liturgies 


are, in their own nature ſo peculiarly fit to be

After 
him there was Fames, the Apoſtle, who ob- 
tained the lot of the church of Feruſalem, and 
was the firſt Biſhop of that church; and was 
ordained by Chriſt himſelf, the firſt and the 
great High prieſt of God. After him was Bafil 
the Great; who cut this office ſhort, and de- 
livered it to be ſaid in a briefer manner: Be- 
cauſe the Apoſtles, after the aſcenſion of our 
Saviour into' heayen, but before they. were 
diſperſed over the whole earth, and while they 
were all together, betook themſelves to daily 
prayers: ¶ as in the Conſtitutions, VIII. 35,—39.] 
And as they found that the myſtical ſacred ſer-

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fortable, they ſang it after a very copious man- 
ner; ¶ as in the Conſtitutions, VIII. 12, 15. 
pag. 398 — 496. ] In theſe methods therefore 
they waited for the coming down of the Holy

XVI. The Bread for the Euchariſt was uſu- 
ally one Loaf; without any concern whether it 
were leavened, or unleavened. Perhaps it was 
at firſt unleavened, as the bread always was at 
the Fewiſh Paſſover : which St. Paul's Words 


ſeem to imply, Purge out therefore the old lea- , Cor. v.

vened, For even Chriſt our Paſſover is ſacrificed 


for us. Therefore let us keep the feaſt, the Eu- 


chariſtical feaſt on his ſacrifice, not with old lea- 
ven, neither with the leaven of malice, and wick- 
edneſs z but with tbe unleavened bread of finceri- 
ty and truth, However, ſince we have no rule 
about this matter in the Conſtitutions, nor in 
any original record of Chriſtianity, that I know 
of, we need not be at all ſollicitous about it.

Do 
this in remembrance of me. Our own Goſpels, 
and St. Paul's Epiſtle to the Corinthians do alſo 
evidently imply the ſame. For althoꝰ they away; 
call the firſt of the ſacred elements the bread, 
and ſo it would be thence moſt natural to call 
the other element as often !he wine, had it then 
been nothing elſe but wine; the wine is never 
once mentioned at the Eucharift in our New 
Teſtament : but every one of its writers (with 
the reſt of the ancient Liturgies, and old Au- 
thors) conſtantly uſe the ſame word, The cup. 
for that mixture which was in the cup : and this 
no fewer than th ſeveral times: as any one

And how it could poffibly come to paſs, that 
in ſo known a caſe, ſome Proteſtants of Gene- 
va, and others to them belonging in England, 


towards the latter end of King Edward VI. 


ſhould herein alter the former rule and practice 
of almoſt all the Churches from the very days 


. 


of our Saviour himſelf, and even of the former 


and much better Liturgy of the church of Eng- 
land, compoſed in the beginning of that reign, 


which ordained both wine and water to be uſed 
at the communion, is almoſt unaccountable. If 
reformed Proteſtants elaim ſuch a power of dif-

penfing with, and altering a known Law or 


ale of Chriſtianity, by taking away the ue 
out of the cup, when it was ſo ſignificant, _ 
1 eres A fo 
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ſo neceſſary a part of its contents; and this 
without any authority, or, almoſt pretence of 
authority for ſo doing, they ſhould be very 
tender how they too earneſtly reproach the 257 
church of Rome, who have rightly retained it, 
for taking away the intire cup itſelf from the 
Laity, Both theſe alterations indeed, as well 
as all other alterations of Apoſtolical Rules, 
being cleatly and utterly unlawful and unjuſti- 
fiable among Chriſtiang. What the pretence 


could be for ſuch a change, I can no way de- 
-viſe: unleſs it were this; that there was not 


any expreſs mention of the wine and water in 
our ordinary books of the 'New Teſtament:

the cup, which in all the other ancient Litur- 
gies and. Records was known to contain that 
mixture, clearly implied it, Or perhaps this . 
alſo, that they imagined, that our Saviour, by ..

lawful to uſe wine alone therein: as Dr. Lightfoot, EA.

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N. B. I cannot but here obſerve farther, two 
ſtrange inſtances: che one of groſs 5 — 
the other of great partiality in Mr. Ning of 

Exeter, lately Lord Chancellor Xing; when, 
in his forementioned Book, he ſays, that Dea- 


e cons are called by Ignatius, Deacons of meats 
Ad Tray, ud cups: While Ignatius in both copies expreſly 18 
5. 2. ſays the contrary, that they are et ſo; but 


ſervants or miniſters of the church of God. And 
when he durſt not, in the point before us, ob- 
ſerve. his uſual .ſincerity, but ever avoids the 
letting his Engliſb reader know, that the con- 
tents of the communion cup were wine and wa- 
ter, in the firſt three centuries: even when he 
was ſometimes obliged to put thoſe Greek words 
into the margin which affirmed it ſo to be. 
Thus when he cites a paſſage out of Juſtin 
rag: 8% Martyr, which mentions &, , ' x94 d- 
dee, bread, and wine, and water, he omits the 

laſt word, 9Udwg, water, even in the Greek of 

Juſtin: and in the tranſlation puts the clauſe in 

general terms, the elements.only. Thus again, 

when he cites another paſſage out of the tame 

paz. 108. Juſtin, where-the Greek words are in the mar- 
6 gin, e-, He YH) N Eu, bread, 
and a cup of water and wine mixed ſogetber, he 

renders them only, bread and wine, And (till 

once more, when he puts another place down, 

FALL of the ſame 7uſtin, in the margin; whole words 
| are rather more diſtinc̃t, ag wgoo$ies), d in, 
2 vdwe, bread, and wine, and water are brought ; 
he renders them only, bread and wine are der- 
ed. How this prevarication can be juſtified or 
excuſed; I cannot tell. No more than I can 
juſtify or excuſe our own Church Catechiſm, 
when it affirms, without any good Gr 
SEES 5 that 
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that the Lord commanded bread and wine to be 
' received; and that our bodies are to be ſtrengtb- 
ned by the bread and wine; without a ſyllable 


of the water. Nor does even the firſt Liturgy 
of Kidg Edward VI. when they were. ordered 
ro put a little water to the wine in a rubrick, e- 
ver name the elements otherwiſe than read and 
wine: Nor indeed does the great Mr. Mezde 


himſelf ſpeak of more elements than bread and 
wine, in his very large and learned diſcoutſe a- 


bout this matter, already quoted, where yet 
he had a great many occaſions of enumerating 
the elements. So far does cuſtom, aud com- 


mon notions, and language ſometimes prevail 


above the accuracy of truth in theſe modern 
ages, For my ſelf, tho“ I am forced to receive 
the Lord's Supper in publick after this imper- 
fect manner; and to ſupply that defect in my 
private meditations, as well as I can; otherwiſe 
J muſt: wholly omit this ſolemn - ordinance of 
publick worſhip; which I think the obligations 


of Chriſtianity do not permit me to do: Yet 
have I not ventured, for many years, to admi- 


miſter the communion my ſelf, but with the ap- 
pointed mixture of wine and water. Nor do 1 
ever intend to adminſter it other wiſe. Nor, to 
add this by the way, ought any underſtanding 
Chriſtians to omit the ſupply of that equally 


important defect of our preſent Liturgy, by 


calling down the Holy Spirit upon the elements, 


in order to their ſanctification. In which o- 


miſſion it muſt be owned that our Church at 
preſent ſymbolizes with the Roman Canon of. the 
maſs, in oppoſition to almoſt all the other Chri- 


ſtian Churches in the ſeveral paſt ages, to this 


very day. L heartily wiſh that all thoſe n 
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and all thoſe Clergymen who, in theſe or the 
like caſes, are notoriouſly guilty, would im- 
mediately ſet about a through Reformation! 


XVIII. Whether the Apoſtles appointed in- 
cenſe to be literally offered during the oblation 
of the Euchariſt; as is done by the Church of 
Rome, and by many other Churches at this 
day: Or whether it only denotes thoſe Prayers 
and Thankſgivings of {he Saints, of which it 
was of old a material repreſentation, is not ſo 
certain. And becauſe it is mentioned in our 
 p- 15. prize, Preſent copies of the IVth Canon of the Apo- 

ſtles, and ſeems to have been uſed ſome where 
Abu P. in the days of Hippolytus in the third ; and at 
Milan by Ambroſe in the fourth Century; I 
About A. P. was once ſomewhat inclinable to think it ori- 
7 ginal. But when I had peruſed Mr. Doduwell's 
printed learned Diſcourſt written againſt it ; and diſco- 
1711+ vered the great probability of its being: an 
interpolation, nay an awkward interpolation, 
> 15,26. in the IVth Canon; as has in part been noted 
prizs, already: that both the Conſtitutions them- 
ſelves; and the writers of the two firſt Cen- 
turies do not only entirely omit it, but ſeem, 
by their reaſonings, to have been entirely a- 
gainſt it; and that the paſſages both in Hippo- 
lytus and Ambroſe, either are of doubtful au- 
thority, or of doubtful interpretation; and 
that, thoſe excepted; there is no other teſti- 
mony of its uſe till the fifth or ſixth Centuries 
themſelves, I am now well ſatisfied that it is 
of no genuine authority; but an impoſition 
of che later ages; and ſo not at all obligatory 
upon Chriſtians at this day.

XIX. I deſire the Reader to take notice, 
that the word Sacrament, or Military Oath, fo 
generally now given to the Euchariſt, is never 
uſed by me in theſe Papers, in that ſenſe: be- 
cauſe it is rather an improper Latin Verſion of 
the Greek word uns,, or myſtery, the pro- 
per and common term uſed by the Ant ients 
for this ſolemn ordinance. Nor 5 
with ſome of the Moderns, to be affrighted 
at the old Chriſtian Language in any matters 
of Revelation: Such as Myſtery, Catholicks, 
Sacrifice, Altar, &c. becauſe they have been 
frequently abuſed in later Ages by the Atha- 
naſians and Papiſts, to pur poſes never dreamed 
of by the firſt Chriſtians. The ſuteſt way for 
Chriſtians to recover and preſerve pure and 
primitive Chriſtianity, is to reintroduce the very 
words of the moſt primitive ages themſelves: as 


well as to take great care not to miſtake the or- 


-ginal importance of them. 


XX. I obſerve that this Euchariſtical Obla- 
tion was offered, or Prayers put up to God 
at the Euchariſt, not only for all the faithful 
that were ſtill alive, but for all of them who 
were deceaſed- in the communion of Chriſt's 


Church. For all thoſe holy perſons who bad p. 12. prids. 


pleaſed God from the beginning of the world ; Pa- 
triarchs, Prophets, Righteous Men, Apoſtles, 
Martyrs, Confeſſors, Biſhops, Preſbyters, Dea- © 
cons, Subdeacons, Readers, Singers, Virgins, Mi. 
dows, and Lay-Perſons; with all whoſe Names 
God knew to be of -the number of the true 
Church, either triumphant in heaven, or mili- 
tant here on earth. That as the latter ſup- 
poſed the former, in way of the Communion of 


Saints,

Saints, to recommend them conſtantly to the 
mercy of God, in their powerful interceſſions 
for them above, through their common Me- 
diator Chriſt Jeſus ; ſo did the former recom- 
mend the latter here below, to the like mercy 
of God, through the ſame Mediator; and 

this chiefly when they were, in the moſt ſolemn _ 
manner, commemorating that Mediator in the 
Euchariſtical Sacrifice. Nor does-it appear 
that this inſtance of communion with the ſaints 
departed was ever wholly omitted in any of 

775. Prius. the moſt ancient Licurgies : and, by conſe- 

quence, ought never to be omitted in ours. 

Only we may ſtill 2 that om prayers 
were not put up for any but for thoſe that 

133 vere ſuppoſed 5 ſtate of WOT 2 Br 

the ſaints departed only. And we muſt note 

farther, that the Church-militant, - not know- 
ing what things the Church-triumphamſtood 
particularly in need, of, but only that all the 
happineſs it enjoyed, or hoped for, was owing 
to the mercy of God, and the merits of Jeſus 

Chriſt; they prayed at the communion only 

in general terms for them, without ſpecifying 

any of thoſe particulars ; whereof they ſeem to 
have been wholly unacquainted. I obſerve, 
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XXI. That as to the ſpiritual advantages to 
be expected from the due receiving of the 
＋ 8, 9, 10, Lord's Supper, they are here fully expreſſed 
fan. to be the entire benefits of the Chriſtian Cove- 
nant; which is here ſolemnly renewed both 
on God's part and ours. Thoſe ineſtimable 
bleſſings that the blood of Chriſt hath pur- 
chaſed for us, and we are taught to beg at 
the hands of God, does this Chriſtian Sacrifice 
Ain | convey,

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donvey, and ſeal, and ſecure to true Chriſtians, 

All that favour of God, that love of Chriſt, 

and that communion of the Holy Spirit, Which 

we ſtand in need of; all that divine fellowſhip 

which the ſacrifices partaken of by heathens,, 18. br 
pretended to confirm, between the offerers and 

their demons; is here really confirmed be- 


tween God Almighty on one ſide, and the be 


worthy Receiver on the other. Nor does it 
ſeem; poſſible ſo groſsly to miſinterpret the 
plain and important texts and teſtimonies hereto 
relating, and to bring down this ſolemn Chri- 
ſtian Sacrifice ſo low as to a bare remembrance 
of Chriſt's death and ſufferings; without the 
greateſt ignorance of the Chriſtian Religion, 
as it appears in all the original records and ſa- 
cred offices thereto belonging. 


And now before I can proceed to my re- 
maining Obſervations, I. muſt ſet down that 
entire paſſage out of St. Paul, which has been 
ſo ſuperſtitiouſly treated, and groſsly miſtaken 
by the moderns; and, muſt explain it. ac- 
cording to the notions of the moſt primitive

Such notions come only from the weakneſs 
and partiality of ſome of, our, modern, Writers; 
who choſe rather to depend on certain, mall 
critical conjectures of their own, from particu- 
lar ſhort and 'occafignal. paſſages in thoſe. Books. 
of the New. Teſtameht they have, 8888 uſed to, 
than to cake to their aſliſtance the full and 
clear accounts of ſuch matters in other original 


records of Chriſtianity: nay ſometimes in books 


Ten ſacred with thoſ, they confine. them- . 
ſelyes co. Nor, *tHl wn ndamental anti- 
ebriſtian. and popiſh error be cöffetted, can 

chriſtian people ever properly and throughly 
underſtand their own religion; but muſt be for 
ever ſubject to the deluſions and impoſitions of 
the weak and ignorant leaders of thoſe ſeveral 
parties, into which Chriſtendom is now moſt 
cn Med. Nor will the body of 
ſuch chriſtian people be ever able otherwiſe; to 
eſcape their unfair and partial miſrepreſenta- 
tions.

And it is alſo. true, that there, 
was originally a moſt ſolemn inſtruction and 
preparation neceſſary before the fiſt communion 
the faithful received; or rather before that 
baptiſm from whence they uſed to proceed to 
Prim- Infant this Communion : Of which elſewhere. © Yer 
ris ren. hath this no particular regard to that conſtant 
** weekly attendance on it, which the faithful 
were obliged to afterward. This Diſcourſe of 
St. Paul's, and theſe his exhortations, were not 
addreſſed to good Chriſtians ; or, as our Li- 
turgy unhappily expreſſes it, to all Perſons 
that come to the Communion z but only to 
thoſe Corinthians who had groſsly profaned this 
holy ordinance ; or, by parity of reaſon, ta 
all ſuch as otherwiſe profane it alſo; and ſel- 
dom or never come to it, but when ſome po- 
litical deſign, . or worldly advantage invites 
them. Theſe men indeed have great reaſon 
to tremble at St. Paul's denunciations, here 
made to ſuch profaners of this moſt ſacred or-
